Claim 23) Lines 1 and 2) change the dependency of the claim 
from claim "1" to claim "18" and change the phrase "stock 
material" to the word "sleeve". 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art Fumel et al fail to teach a 
heat laminated foam and teaches away from using any lamination 
besides adhesive lamination. Fumel et al also fails to teach a 
polyethylene barrier film layer in direct and continuous contact 
with said foam and paper layers or a polyethylene barrier film 
comprising the innermost layer of the insulated beverage stock 
material, container or sleeve, and a foam layer in direct and 
continuous contact with said polyethylene barrier film and paper 
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layer. Neither Geddes et al nor Neale et al when combined with 
Fumel et al remedy these deficiencies.
